THE JUDGMENT JN GAMBLING 
J . , • CASE, No. -2. 

Yesterdiiy his ■ honor ileliverod jiulyiuL-nt 
iu gambling' case No. 2, ami tlio mutter bL-iiif; 
no louger iu that awkward lix which our 
contemporarios call 31(6 juilk<-, ordinary 
i-people may draw near and behold the wis- 
iaom of' the court uud of tUf law. Thi- 
5, police intigi^trato no doubt did his <luty, so 
\ Tar as'he coiild sue ii, uiil simple people will 
come to tbe oouolusion that either the laws 
which relate to gambling are very peculiar 
in their roiiuiromeuts or that vei7 peculiar 
deductions may be drawn from them. Hori' 
are .six porS'J'is arre.sti d in the middle of au 
unlawful gauu) luul the lirst pi;rstiii dealt 
with is the dealor, who, us a matter of com- 
luou .sense, wa.s not only playing or ongageil 
in the game, but had ';he best jinrt of it to 
himself — certain gains uud no losses. Vet 
the judgment in this ease states, "it havnig 
been shown that he was d<'aU'r and prohib- 
ited by the rules of the game from playing, 
he must be discharged." Lucky man, the 
dealer. In the cose of t'oojier the evidence 
■ ofSergt. Flewin states that -'when the 
•• ^offloers eqtpred the Adelphi,salooii the deal- 
" er 'stoppeti.' " Heuce theinfereace — Isl, 
That the dealer wni} iu the act of dealing 
out cards at that time. Xc^w, iu the lirst 
place, the judgment s;iy^ the ilealer "stop- 
ped" when the olUeers entered, now— 
neither the otlieers nor anybody else could 
.■jee a man stoi) doing a thing '.vithout seeing 
him do it; else how could they telj what 
action he stopped? Next, the judgment 
tells us, with strange contradiction, "that 
the dealer was iu the act uf dealing out Uie 
cards at the time, uud tlmt the would-he- 
pluyers were waiting for cards with which 
to play." The little innocents! One 
would have thought that waiting for the 
deuUug of the cards was an essential "in- 
gredient" of most gami'S of cards, and that, in 
fact, it would be somewlmt difficult to play 
either a lawful or an unlawful guiue willi- 
out it. No. ;) states that they had not ri'- 
ceived the requisite uundier of cards, and 
No. -1 that no i)laying was going on at the 
time the officers entered; and lastly, 
that noiio of the players, except Sismey, 
swear positively they saw gambling going 
on. He swears he s.iwt'ooper playing with 
"the other live;" but mark how providence 
looks after the innocent man — "the other 
five," say' you; that cannot be, as one of 
thorn must have been the dealer, who 
holds no haiul in the ganie and 
by its rule ia prohibited from play- 
ing. We are told that the law is founded 
on common sense; but if tlii.s in the bald 
and condensed result of centuries of legis- 
lation on gambling, how shall a man be 
convicted of playing stadhorae pukorf 
To thfii' unsophisticated n game of cards is 
a game of cards; and if any of its usual 
ingredients were taken away it would 
cease to be a game. For inatauce, liow 
would the players get hold of thoir cards 
if they did not wait for the dealer to dual 
themt.,Aiid'':.ffhat could they do without 
theml Waiting for the deal is therefore 
an essential part of the game; but the 
judgment aays, "they had not received 
the requisite number of cards with which 
to play.." Really, t.bif io too tiroaomo. 
One has no sooner extracted 0110 leg from 
a legal. 'quicksand than tljere is unotlier 
gaping'for the otlier; and it can only bo 
asked, in all humility, under what conipli 
cated and felicitous combination of cir- 
cumstances could a gambler bo arrested 
with the slightest hope of securing a con- 
viction against him/ Having lost all 
faith in law we appeal to tlio gamblers 
tkemaelves to give the police a clianco, ao 
that the majesty of the law nuiy be vindi- 
cated. .It ia B little strange that no men- 
tion is made in his honor's judgment of 
the gaming table, and the cour)ters and 
the monej in the drawer; but nil this fur- 
niture seoms to have been of no use. 
Under present conditions the gambler re- 
minds one of that dreadful nniu who dis- 
coyered'an entrance from the sewers intcj 
thb vaults of the Bank of England, from 
which he could take whatever ho cho.su 
oven in the presence of the police and the 
bank directors, and no man could lay 
hands on him. Thus far \vu have merely 
endeavorod to present the points of the 
judgment and the law on which it is found- 
ed, as they would be apt to bo viewed by 
the public. The evidence of tlu; case u 
to bo submitted to his lordship the chief 
justice, by mutual consent, a.s a "case 
stated," and there we must leave tlie mat- 
ter, warned by the taleamanic cry of our 
contemporaries — .■*'(/) jiulici'! .•mh jinlii-e! 

THE SAANICn MAIL. 

Some attention should be paid to the 
complaint of the people of North Saanich 
expressed in the letter from l\Ir. McTav- 
ish, M, P. P., in our issue of yesterday, 
concerning the irregularities in tho man- 
agement of the mail. Mr. McTav ish re- 
presents tl.at in the lirst place there was 
no necessity for making a change in the 
mail system, as the people, generally 
speaking, were quite satisfied with the old 
v.'ay of distributing the mail. in tlie 

second place, when such a change was de- 
cided upon, the district sliould 
have been notified udiciiilly in- 
stead of leaving it to the mail 
carrier to mention the matter in passing 
to the few he might happen to meet. 
CJroat inconvenience has been caused by 
this slip-shod change, and it is to be 
hoped that Saanich will .soon be provided 
with a settled and wi ll-conducted mail 
service by way of the rnail. 

FRAKCE. 

II«avy Vote I*ollo<l in rraiKv. 

Paius, May 9. — Never in history has 
Paris polled .so many votes as in the elec- 
tion now going on. The total miinlier is 
in excess by 15100 of the total number in 
1881, and the revolutionists — that is to 
.say, ihe autonomists, socialists, anarch- 
ists and ooUeoturists — poll this year over 
175.000 votes, being nearly (50,000 more 
than in 1881.' Though only forty eight of 
the eighty municipal councilors have as 
yet been elected, uevertheleaa the jioliti- 
oal significance of the elections may now 
be fairly gauged, and tlic key note to the 
next legislative elections is already sound- 
ed. The opportunists — that is to say, 
the ministerial party, — have had a moat 
decided check. The consorvativca bavu 
scored slight progress, but so alight that, 
as a royalist paper, the fiaulois, says, "It 
would take 200 years at their pi-esent rate 
of progression before monarchy could be 
peacefully restored." The revolutionists 
have won %. brilliant victory. The enor- 
irapua numerical increase of the socialists, 
and their unexpected consistency and so- 
lidity and political unity, now constitute 
an interesting spectacle, tiot only for 
France but for Europe. Ministerial pa- 
pers seem to feel that tlieir candle is now 
burning at b(jth ends. The Boinipnrtists 
utter a sort, of buiu-I of diacotdi»nt, like 
(he traditioinil dog m llie uiangnf.

Mr. Albert G. Browne, jr., delivered a 
lecture bofori^ tha American Goographicfil 
Society last week iu the presence of a 
large audience at Chickering Hall. "Tlie 
Ciruwing I'owor of Chile in the Pacific" 
was the lecturer's topic, .\fter sketching 
the history of Chile, and particularly of the 
recent war between Chile and PeJu, Mr. 
Bruwne said: Now as this five years'draina 
draws to a close let us sum up some of its 
results: 

Chile, victorious in every point in di- 
plomacy as well as in war,ha3 discouraged 
European intervention with the aid of the 
Iniited States, and at thu snmo time has 
averted the interventiuti of the I'nited 
States by her profession of willing!, esa tu 
light sooner than to submit to it, has 
brought Bolivia into antagoniain to her 
former ally, and has so utterly subjugated 
Peru that if her own population were 
large enough to warrant such 11 policy she 
could annex the whole of that country to 
hor domains. Py the reason of its paucity 
— -not by magnanimity — sho satiates her- 
self with the appropriation of the nitrate 
district fur which she began the war and 
(what she hardly dared to hope at the out- 
sot) with the poasDssion of Tacna and 
Arica,and thereby the control of the main 
outlet of Bolivia to the world, tho perman- 
ent dissolution of the I^erii-Bolivui con 
feduraey and tho ability almost at any 
-time to force a war bolweeu these coun- 
tries by instigating and helping Bolivia to 
seize Aroquipa, Puiio and MoUeno . 

As to her fiaanciol condition her 5 per 
oeiit. bonds which were (pioted at ti-t in 
London at tho bcfjiiining of .Ian iiary , 1 ST'.I, 
were (juoted at 80 at the beginnuig et 
January, 1884. In hia annual meaaage to 
congress last June President Santa Maria 
announced that the sinking fund for tho 
foreign debt which has been suspended 
since the war began will be resumed this 
your, and when that is donoChdean cred- 
it wdl further advance and rank with 
that of almost any nation in the world. 

The foreign trade of Chile which was 
barely §60,000,000 in value in 1878, has 
more than doubled since and exceeded 
S'l'J."), 000,000 in 188-_', and the balance of 
trade was nearly S'JO,000,000 in her favor. 
To apiireciato this hear in mind that her 
population ia but L',;")00,000, and that th.' 
foreign trade of the United States as late- 
ly as the year 1830, when it had a pjpula- 
tion of nearly 13,000,000, was less in 
value. 

Tho Chilean revenue has increased in 
still greater proportion. In L878, aa has 
been stated, its receipts from all orilinary 
sources ot income were only cl-iiofi^Oiiii 
In ISa-J they aiuounttd to .S4-_', 000,000, 
and besides reducing the debt nearly S7|- 
500,000 in that year. President Santa 
Maria announced to tho congress -hiat 
Junethat there was a oaah surplus of 
more than §8,000,000, which must .since 
have largely increased. The value of the 
agricultural lands of Cliile has doubled 
within five years, and that of its city real 
esti^te, as judged by the rents demiiided 
in the capital, has more than doubled. 

Nor is this all. Cbile has not oidy ad 
vanced into the position of the controliiig 
power on the west coast of South Ameri- 
ca, but by hor naval strength she can if 
she pleases at this moment command the 
Paulllo uuBst of tho United States. Any 
one of her three iron-olads can sink every 
wooden vessel in our wretched navy, and 
the contrast between her ability and our 
impotence is a daily shame to every citizen 
of our country who resides or travels be- 
tween Panama and Cape Horn. Oeiier d 
William U. Franklin, whose authority 
will not bo disputed, has publicly warned 
us thaf'chere is no seaboard city of the 
United States that could not at this time 
be laid under contribution by a ain.gU 
hostile iron-clad ship, which, after receiv- 
ing the contributiun, or destroying the 
city by bombardment, could quietly steam 
out to sea without danger or damage from 
anytliing which any fort of tho I'nited 
States can do." 

In hostilities between Chile and our 
Solves she could advanae by aoa to an at- 
tack upon (California and Oregon with a 
navy having three iron-cluda at the head 
of it, two of which are first rates, and any 
oneofthe threois more than a match for 
our Pacific squadron. Chile has also com- 
posite and wooden war vessels and tine 
merchant vessels, which could be used in 
tho event of a war. Our defonceleaa con- 
dition in the Pacific is not safe; it la imt 
compatible with those relations of power 
to power there which would be sure guar, 
a:: tees of peace. 

I beg you also to givo<i thought to the 
important relation uf the presence of such 
a power aa Chile is growing l.o be iri the 
South PaciSc to our preten.'sions of a right 
to control any isthmus canal by virtue of 
our posaesaions iu the North Pacific. Vciii 
will not find a Cliilean statesman who will 
agree to tliis pretenaion of uurs, and Eng- 
land and France both will support Chile's 
resistance of it whenever the question be- 
comes a practical one, Nor is Chile likely 
to be the only South American country to 
dispute such a claim on our part. 'The 
u iiprocedunted and eatisfactoi y tranaac- 
tidua of our dil-'loinacy in connection with 
tlie Soutli Pacific war have iiiqiuired the 
{)reatigo of the L'nitoil States among those 
countries to u dogroe of which neither 
Congress nor the people at large are suu- 
aible to it, I fear, until serious troubles 
arise in consequence. — New York Herald, 
Feb. P.).

There wore a;x peraons arrested when 
Coo[)er was taken up. 

One of them, Cameron, has since boon 
discharged, it having been shown that ho 
was "dealer" and was [)rohibited by the 
rules of the game from playing in the 
game. 

In the present case I tin.lfr.un the evid 
ence of thi' sergeant of police, .Mr Flewiii, 
that when tho oliicora entered the .\del 
phi saloon the doalei' stopped. Hence the 
inference — 

1. Tluit the dealer was in the act of deal 
inguut the cards at that time. 

2. That tho would be players were wait- 
ing for cards wiih which to play. 

That they had not receiveil the re 
quiaite number of cards, cnusequently 

4. That no playing wua going on at the 
time the othoors entered. 

This view of tho case is strengthened by 
the fact that none of the witnesses swear 
pi.Bitively that they saw playing going on 
o.xcopt .Sisiney, who swears that he 9:iw j 
LJoopor playing with tho other live, tiui s 
including the dealer who, by the rules of 
tho game, is prohibited from playing as 
testitiod by Sismey himself, who said in 
his evidence "thu dealer holds no hand in 
the game." 

His honor continued that ho had no de- 
sire to screen gambling, and ho would warn 
all young men to take hood. If the point 
raised had boon a mere technicality ho 
inigfit have passed it over, but it was a 
vitul point. He had no alternative but to 
dismiss the present case, as there was no 
ofifenoe proved. 

Mr. Pollard said he would like to copy 
the judgment. 

His honor said certainly; and with re- 
gard to tho other casc.<i no did not seo how 
he could deal dififereiitly with them. 

Mr. Pollard said he would like to go on 
with the other cases. 

His honor said he could not refuse to 
hear them, 

Mr. Pollard suggested wdien tho no-Xt 
case was opened the evidence, etc., bo re- 
ferred to the chief justice in the form of a 
case stated the same as was done in the 
gambling case of Eh We. 

Mr. Davie said he had no objection, but 
ho thought it was best to take the case just 
decided . 

Mr. Pollard said ho was willing to have 
.1 "case staled" on the present case. 

Mr. Davie said if it was the intention of 
the prosecution to continue the cases ho had 
advised the defendants to plead guilty and 
pay a $20 fine. 

Hia honor s.iid that the accused were 
workinginen and he thought the proposed 
arrangemonl would satisfy the ends of 
justice. 

Mr. Davie understood that what tho 
prosecution wanted to decide was a ques- 
tion of principle, and that they had no 
wish to persecute these men. 

Mr. Pollard said that such was tho case; 
he did not want them discharged, however, 
but bound to appear when called on, and 
he would ask that they enter into their 
own rocogiiizancoa for that purpose.

Ivirtli tremors, pro.lueod by artifical dis- 
tiirbauees such aa the pa.ssing of carriages 
or traius, the movements of machinery or 
bodies of people,, are at our disposal for 
daily observation/-. v At Greenwich observa- 
tory, the tremolona motion iu, the soil, es- 
pecially noticeable on banl: holidays and at 
all time when Greenwich pork was lujusual- 
ly crowded, resulted in the construction of 
an apparatus in the dish of meieury used iu 
the determination of thecblliimitiou error of 
the transit circle 'was suspended l.'y tiaecid 
springs. By moans of a contrivnuce the 
trenmlouH motions of tho groiuul wore ab- 
sorbed before they reached the niereury, 
and the dillicnlty of observation was over 
come. French engineers, working with 
delicate surveying instruments in crowded 
cities, have similarly been compelled to 
suspend a portion of their ajiparatua ao 
that a steady image could be obtained. 
Prof. H,'M. Paul, seeking for a site for 
the naval observatory at Washington, 
found that tho imago of a star reflected 
from a tray of mercury waa disturbed by a 
train passing at thu clistlinco of a mile.

The Hudson Bay ICoute. 

A committeo of the Manitoba assembly 
have been investigating the matter of the 
proposed railroad to Hudson bay, and 
among other atateinonta say: 

"Y'our committee bogs to draw tho at- 
tention of your honorable house to the 
immense commercial importance to thia 
province of tho proposed route of com- 
munication, whether by rail and water or 
by rail alone. We find that thearea under 
cultivation in the stales of Miiineaota and 
Dakota, and in thia province in 1882-3 
aggregated nearly 9,000,000 of acres, which 
produced a crop of all kinds of crrain 
amounting to upwards of 80,000,000 bush- 
els. One railway faloiie, the St. P., M. 
& M., carried southward 12,0.'^7, 1'Jd 
bualiela of wheat, and 379,tJ10 barrels of 
flour during the year ending .Iiine 30,188!i 
and it is safe to asauiuu that bail t!ie out 
let via Hudson Bay existed at least one- 
half of this produce would have followed 
that channel to the seaboard. 

"Y'our committee fool jiiatified in as- 
suiniiic; that this route would beoxtensive- 
ly availed of by the shippers of this coun- 
try and the neighboring states of .America 
in consequence of the fact that the dis- 
tance from Winnipeg to Liverpool viii 
Hudson Bay is 570 miles less than from 
Winnipeg to Liverpool via Montreal and 
tho straits of Belle Isle, and 770 miles 
nearer than by way of New York. By 
aea, Churchill harbor is sixty four inilea 
nearer Liverpool than in Montreal, and 
114 miles nearer than ia New York. 

"Not only is the rail route much short- 
er than by any other lino, but nature has 
provided water ways from tho head of 
navigation of tho Red river to the foot of 
Lake Winnipeg, which can be utilized for 
over six months in each year, thus reduc- 
ing the length of railway line to be tra- 
veraed to within 400 miles, or a less dis- 
tance from Winnipeg to Port Arthur. 

"Your committee has, therefore, no 
reason to doubt that a railway from hence 
,to Hudson Bay will prove a successful and 
remunerative undertaking, and are satis- 
fied that such an outlet will do more to 
stimulate production in the province and 
the north-west generally than any other 
enterprise. "
